ation of various offerings to, the tombé or 
tablets of deceased Ancestors, The period 
for making these’ offerings is one hundred 
and five or six days after the winter Bolstico, 
aay about the 6th of April; - Tt continues in- 
seagon for three or four weeks. This gga 
son is called Ci’ing ming, Un the first day, 
the men from a distance spread vast quanti . 
ties of yellow papet, cut in the form of 
strings of cash, on the graves belonging to 
the various Way-guans.. The natives, male 
and female, dressed: in their best attire, © 
repair, on any day of this season, to their ° 
family graves ; and not unfrequently add 
Fresh earth, to sliow that they are watched, 
The mister of ceremonies’ direots., the 
arrangement of the offerings, weually a” 
fowl or fish, and sometimes a pig's head 
and fail, wine, lighted candles, and incense, 

a straw basket or etraw house:in miniatare, 
filled with dim, sometinies a paper trunk 
with lock und key, papor sedana for ‘those 
who were fond. of. sodan riding, papor 
house for the equestrian, writing’ ma- 
terials for tho literary man, and paper 
boats for the boat-man, are included 
autong the offerings.
